ASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—There 
were two new witnesses before 
the Schley court of inqu ry today. 

They were Commander Wainwricht, 

who commanded the Gloucester during 

the war with Spain, and Lieut. M. L. 

Bristol, whe, as ensign, was a watch 

and division officer on the battleship 

during that period. 

Lieut. Bristol had not concluded his 
testimony When the court adjourned for 
the day. He did not see the loop male 
by the Brooklyn, the greater part of 
his testimony turning upon the chart 
he had made, showing, largely accord- 
ing to his memory, the positions of the 
various ships of the American fleet at 
different times during the envace- 
ment of July 3. There were several 
spirited controversies between counse! 
over questions asked tre witness by 
Rayner concerning his chart. 

Commander Wainwright's testimony 
dealt largely with chart-making. lle 
was for a time senior member of the 
Board of Navigators which prepares!

SOME OF THE TESTIMONY. 


HODGSON MODIFIES REMARKS. 
(BY THE NPW ASROCIATED PREES—A ™M! 

WASHINGTON, Oct. After the 
usual preliminaries in the Schley naval! 
court of inquiry today, Lieut. C. W. 
Dyson of the Bureau of Steam Fu- 
gineering of the Navy Department was 
recalied to continue his testimony re- 
garding the coral supply of Admiral 
Schiey's “Fiying Squadron” at the 
time of its arrival off Santiago Har- 
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bor, May 26, 1898. He was brought in 
this morning, at the instance of Ad- 
miral Schley’s counsel, for the purpose 
of giving further testimony concern- 
ing the availability of the coal supply 
in chasing the enemy. 

It was the understanding, when 
court opened, that Commander Rich- 
mond Wainwright would be the prin- 
cipal witness of the day, and that 
after he should be excused Bristol, 
Grant and Potts would be called in the 
order named. The three last mentioned 
were all watch officers on various ves- 
sels of the American fleet, July 3, when 
the naval engagement off Santiago was 
fought. It has been the desire of the 
court to secure as much testimony as 
possible from the men whose especial 
duty it was to keep a lookout, and 
these three officers were summoned to 
gratify this wish. There was a special 
interest in Commander Wainwright's 
testimony because of his prominent 
identification with the Spanish War, 
and also because of the fact that he 
is non superintendent of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. 

During the summer of 1898, Com- 
mander Wainwright commanded the 
converted yacht Gloucester, which 
played such a conspicuous part in the 
campaign against the Spaniards. In 
the battle of July 3, his veesel occupled 
a position on the extreme right of the 
American column to the east of the 
Indiana, and when the Spanish torpedo 
boats Pluton and Furor came out of 
the harbor, he attacked them fear- 
lessly and aided in their destruction. 
He also was an observer, though at a 
distance, of the battle between the big 
ships of the two fiects. 

CAPT. FOLGER RECALLED. 

The proceedings of the day began by 
the recall of Capt. W. M. Folger, for 
the purpose of correcting his testi- 
mony given yesterday. Advantage was 
taken of his presence to ask him 
further questions concerning the biock- 
ade of Santiago. Among other ques- 
tions he was asked by Capt. Lemly 
if he had had any conversation with 
Commodore Schley during the block- 
ade. He replied: 

“Toward the evening of one of the 
days, the 20th, there was an extended, 
very severe rainstorm, so severe that I 
feared Cervera had gotten out. It was 
sufficiently long to have permitted him 
to do so. I went aboard the flagship 
the next day, thinking it my duty to 
tell the commodore what I had seen as 
to the blo@kade as kapt by the Japanese 
off the port of Wei-Hai-Wei, where 
similarly an enemy's fleet was within 
a fortified harbor. I said to the com- 
modore that the adoption of the tactics 
of the Japanese, forming cifele di- 
rectly in front of the harbor, would, in 
my opinion, be preferable, as then it 
would be difficult for anything to get

Witness: I cannot testify exactly as 
to his reply. 1 would prefer not to 
do 80. 

Judge-Advocate: Give the substance. 

Witness: He did not agree with me 
as to the necessity for that.

Witness: Nothing further that 1 
recollect, 

Capt. Folger aleo said that he had 
no recollection of a picket line on the 
inside of the American, fleet.

LIEUT. DYSON. 

Capt. Folger was then excused, and 
Lieut. Dyson was called. He was ques- 
tioned by Capt. Lemly concerning the 
steaming condition of the Brooklyn 
July % Discussing the speed of the 
various vessels of the fleet, July 3, the 
witness said that the Oregon got up a 
speed about equal to the Brooklyn that 
day, notwithstanding that on her trial 
trip the Brooklyn made over twenty- 
one knots, to the Oregon's seventeen. 
He called attention to the fact that the 
New York had made sixtcen or seven- 
teen knots speed on the day of the bat- 
tle. In. response to questions from 
C Parker he said that the New 
York had not had her engines coupled 
on the day of battle, and that the 
Brooklyn had made all the necessary 
speed. 

HODGSON ON LYING. 

After Lieut. Dyson was excused, 
Lieutenant-Commander Hodgson was 
recalied for the purpose of correcting 
errors in his testimony, as printed in 
the official record. He took occasion to 
change some of the language of his 
previous testimony. One of the changes 
was made in response to the questions 
asked yesterday as to why he had des- 
ignated as a lar and a blackguard”’ 
the editor of a newspaper which had 
originally printed the alleged colloguy 
between himself and Commodore 
Echiey. He said he desired to alter 
the reph that he had yesterday given 
to this interrogatory. 

He then said: “I, of course, am very 
sorry that I ever so far forgot myseif 
as to write a letter containing such 
intemperate language. It was not writ- 
ten exactly for publication, but under 
great provocation at the time, In that 
letter I did not accuse his newspaper 
of lying for printing that statement. 
In fact, it was to absolve it from ly- 
ing that I gave the paper authority to 
use my name for the correctness of 
the gist of that statement. The ly- 
ing was in the matter of the statement 
ihat the commodore displayed such 
trepidation and cowardice on the 
rooklyn the day of that battle that 
he ran from the Spaniards and took 
the Brooklyn to the southward and 
away from the fight. in order to de- 
tract from the credit or the fame of 
the commodore in that battle that they 
wished also to detract from the credit 
of all the officers of the Brooklyn on 
account of the glorious part she took 
in that day’s feht. It was the words 
to that extent that I characterized as 
lying. There was no lying in that col- 
loquy, unless a man stuck to the ver- 
bal correctness cf the words. 80 I did 
not characterize the paper as a Mer for 
printing that colloquy.” 

COMMANDER WAINWSUGHT. 
Lieutenant-Commancer Hodgson be 
ing Commander Wainwright 
was called. Capt. Lemly began his 
examination by drawing from the wit- 
nese the fact that he had been a mem- 
ber, and latterly senior member, of the 
board which had officially acted in mak 
ing charts showing ‘ihe pesition of the 
American and Spanish ships at San 
tlago. The witness told how conclusions 
were reached by the board. 

He said: “When 1 reported, as senior 
member of the board, the Board of Nav- 
igators had a sketched chart betore 
them with the number of positions 
aketched on it. which had been deter- 
mined by them, starting at diffe; ent 
periods, first when the ships came out 
and afterward when they went ashore. 
Lach navigator, as near as posible, 
would put the position of his ship at 
that time. Then there was a great deal 
of discussion as to the relative posi- 
tions. Of course, it was impossible to 
get any position by bearings, and there 
was nothing kfiown about the rela- 
tive positions. We alse knew that the 
distances in the chart were somewhat 
incorrect, and the final decision of the 
board was to reconcile each one as near 
as possible, but noné of the positions 
were considered exact positions, The 
impossibility of getting bearings, even 
if we had had a correct chart, was 
apparent, but it gave a general idea of 
the positions of the vessels during dif- 
ferent periods of the battle.“ 

Rayner asked if it were true, as had 
been officially stated in the report, that 
the positions were assigned from 
“known bearings.” 

The witness replied 
ment was incorrect; that they were &. 
tablished by estimated bearings. Most 
of the positions, he said, were fixed by

e Turkish authorities have made 
arrests among the Bulgarian 
— without distinction of re- 
ligion, and nearly all have been put 
to torture in the hope of abstracting 
information. A prisoner named Dimi- 
tri said an understanding existed be- 
tween the Protestants and the Mace- 
donian Committee, and that Miss 
Stone was even acting in concert with 
them, with the view of obtaining funds 
for a political-religious propaganda. 
These deciarations, wrung from Dimi- 
tri under torture, are valueless. What 
is certain is, that the captain of the 
band designated for the payment of

The 
patriotic Bulgarians are incensed, as 
they recognize that Miss Stone and her 
colleagues of the American missions in 
Bulgaria and Macedonia have been 
their best friends throughout the trou- 
bles. There is no lack of indications 
that Prince Ferdinand is impertiing 
his own position by permitting such 
license to the committee as to enable 
it to blackmail prominent people in 
support of the Maced@onian cause. 

Consul-General Dickinson, when here 
on his way to Sofia from Constantino- 
ple, thought it probable that if the 
brigands understood from headquarters 
that the ransom would not be paid 
they would release Miss Stone, as the 
Macedonian cause would not be helped 
by the murder of the woman.

The report shows that the number of 
aliens who arrived during the fiscal 
year enged June 30, 1901, was 453,496. 
There were also 113,056 citizens of the 
United States who arrived from abroad. 
From a comparison of the steerage 
immigration for the last two years it 
is shown that nearly 30,000 of the in- 
crease of last year over the year be- 
fore w in the immigration from 
Southern Wtaly alone. The number of 
returning alien residents stands at 1.6 
of the total immigration. The amount

The conclusion, unfortunately, is un- 
avoidable that our immigration is con- 
stantly increasing in illiteracy. Not 
only are we drawing more and more 
from the countries where illiteracy is 
high, but also the immigrants them- 
selves are showing higher percentages 
of illiteracy.

NEW RATE ON 
PETROLEUM. 


State Board Decides a 
Bakersfield Case. 


Highest Figure Reduced 
Over Four Cents. 


Two New Directors of the 
Union Pacific Elected. 
Santa Fe Stocks. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—The State 
Railroad Commission today rendered a 
decision in the case of John Le Bianc 
vs. sae Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
railroads in favor of Le Blanc. The 
suit involves the shipment of crude 
petroleum from the Bakersfield dis- 
trict. The contention was whether tae 
rate of 42 cents a barrel charged by 
the railroads was unreasonable or not. 
Two of the commissioners, C. 8. Lau- 
meister and E. B. Edson, have found 
that it was unreasonable. They ascer- 
tained that the profit of carrying 
amounted to 84 cents on every bar- 
rel of petroleum, so they have fixed a 
new rate of 37.8 cents, which wil! 
take effect November 1. 

Commissioner N. Blackstock, in 4 
voluminous opinion, dissents from the 
decision on legal grounds, and con- 
cludes that the complainant has failed 
to show that the former rate is unrea- 
sonable, or to establish grounds that 
would justify the board in setting 
aside said rate and promulgating a ne 
vne in its stead. ' 

The maximum rate to be charged for 
all crude petroleum from Bakersfield 
to San Francisco, or from all points 
where the 42-cent rate prevails now, 
after November 1, be reduced to 37.8 
cents per barrel. The decision of the 
board on the question of charges for 
switching cars on spurs and side- 
tracks is reserved until the next regu- 
lar meeting, which has been set for 
November 

Other matters of minor importance 

came before the commission. The 
Marysville Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany, in a letter to the commission, 
complained of unjust discrimination 
by the Southern Pacific Company in 
tae matter of rates from Marysville to 
surrounding towns, the rate charged 
being greater than to other places of 
equal distance. A table of rates was 
attached. The commission ordered 
that a copy of the letter be sent to the 
Southern Pacific Company, and action 
be postponed awaiting the reply. 
The Westeru Mineral Company asks 
for a reduction on freight charges be- 
‘ween Bakersfield and Daggett. The 
mine and mill owners and iessees at 
Daggett ask for a reduction in the rate 
on crude oil from $8 a ton to $4.a ton, 
or from 65 cents per barrel to 20 cents 
per 100 pounds, The secretary of the 
commission was orde to notify the 
Santa Fé company and enclose a copy 
of the letter.

WAR ON BEET SUGAR. ( 

CUT AFFECTS ALL MARKETS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRess—A.M.\ 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—Another 
aggressive move has been made by tthe 
American Sugar Refining Company in 
the campaign which it has begun 
against the beet-sugar industry. The 
cut in the price of granulated sugar to 
all Missouri River points, which was 
announced last week, will be followed 


cane sugar. 

Robert Oxnard, vice-president of the 
American Beet Sugar Association, 
which is opposing the trust, sald: 

“It is a fact that the Western Sugar 
Refining Company has made a decline 
of 20 cents per hundred on their cane 
sugars and 30 cents per hundred on 
their beet sugars. This makes a differ- 
ence in their price between cane granu- 
lated and beet granulated of 20 points 
instead of 10 points, as heretofore. The 
cut affects all markets from Colorado 
to California, Inclusive. I know of no 
change in the general sugar situation 
to account for it. Further than this, I 
do not care to discuss the matter at 
present.“ 

In order to discriminate further 
against beet sugar, the Western Sugar 
Refinery. which is allied with the sugar 
trust, has announced that it will en- 
tertain no orders for granulated sugar 
which call for over 50 per cent. of beet 
sugar. The reduction in prices has 
also affected Hongkong sugar, of which 
there is a small supply in this market.

TELEPHONE COMPANY INAUGU- 
RATES A BIG REFORM. 


Day’s Work Reduced to Eight Hours 
With Extra Pay for Overtime. 


Dating from yesterday the opera- 
tives of the local telephone exchange 
will find the conditions‘of their servi- 
tude very materially enhanced. 

General Superintendent Glass signal- 
ized the beginning of his administration 
by inaugurating a system of reforms 
looking to the betterment of the con- 
dition of the employés of the com- 
pany at all the leading exchanges on 
the Pacific Coast. He began by reclas- 
sifying the employés of the San Fran- 
cisco exchange in such a manner as to 
insure rapid promotion for efficiency 
and faithful service and to shorten the 
hours of labor and raise the standard 
of wages. 

The new system gave such satisfac- 
tion in San Francisco that it was 
deemed expedient to extend it to the 
other larger exchanges on the Coast. 
Last week Miss A. G. Sheridan, the 
acting traffic manager of the Califor- 
nia lines, arrived in this city to in- 
augurate the reform here, and after 
consultation with the local officials of 
the company this has been accomplished 
in a manner which it is believed wn 
prove highly satisfactory to all parties 
concerned. 


Under the new arrangement the ex- 
change operatives are divided into four 
classes, according to merit and length 
of service. 

Class A includes the highest grades 
of operatives, whose salaries will range 
from $32.50 to $40 a month. The — 
ing day is reduced to eight hours, with 
no Sunday or holiday work. The old- 
est and most efficient operatives in 
point of service are of course included 

this class. 

Class B will include all 
celying $27.50 to $30 a month. They 
will also work on the eight-hour basis, 
and will be require] to work every 
third Sunday. One day off in the week 
following the working Sunday will, 
however, be allowed. 

Class C will include the $25 a month 
grade of employés. The members of 
this class will have to work every third 
Sunday, without getting a week day off 
to compensate for it. owever, no one 
need n in this class longer than 
six months and promotions will be 
made before the expiration of that

TECHNICALLY SAVED. 
HICKS GETS OUT OF A FIX. 

Joseph Hicks can thank his stars 
for a technicality in the law. It may 
not have been his only hope. of lib- 
erty, but that is a matter of opinion. 
Anyway, he tried the habeas-corpus 
route from the County Jail yesterday, 
and made his escape. 

Judge Allen presided over the pro- 
ceeding, and the judge’s compliments 
must still be sticking in the ex-prison- 
ers craw. 

Hicks was arrested in the red-light 
district of this city on September 10, 
and charged with attempting to admin- 
ister “knock-out drops” in the form of 
chioral hydrate to A, J. Larrabee, who, 
under the influence of liquor, felt rich 
with $75 in his pocket, and got to flash- 
ing his wad carelessly among the 
greedy tenderloin bacchanalians. Ac- 
cording to the transcript of the testi- 
mony taken at the preliminary exam- 
ination, Hicks found that Larrabee 
Was “easy money,” and succeeded in 
getting $4 from him, when the enter- 
prising idea entered his gin-soaked 
brain of somehow getting all the bal- 
ance. 

Then he stopped William Nusser a 
young teamster, on the etreet, and, 
tendering him some chloral-hydrate 


rrabee. 

Instead, Nusser fixed Hicks by turn- 
ing the drops over to a policeman, 
who arrested Hicks and charged him 
with attempting to adminster a po- 
sonous drug. A speedy preliminary 
examination landed him in the County 
Jail to await trial for a felony. But 
at this point he tried habeas corpus, 
ard is now at large again. His at- 
torneys before Judge Allep yesterday 
were Messrs. Thompson & Wynn, who 
argued that their client was improp- 
erly imprisoned, inasmuch as the evi- 
dence against him showed that he had 
not attempted to commit. any crime, 
but had simply attempted th Induce an- 
other party to commit a crime. no 
offense, however, ever having been 
committed. If. on the other hand, 
Nusser had attempted to give the 
chioral, instead of delivering it over to 
a police officer, Hicks should have 
been charged merely as an accessory, 
not as a principal. 

Such was the contentiof of the at- 

torneys, and it was sustained by the 
court. 
In discharging Hicks, Judee Allen 
said: “The defendant's conduct on 
that occasion, as outlined in the tran- 
script, was that of a criminel, He 
acted strange'y. I dislike to turn any- 
one with a criminal mind loose on the 
community. but it is justice to thie 
man. I believe, that he should have 
his freedom. for he made no attempt, 
ae charged.” | | F 
Hicke, as he disappeared, did wot 
seem especially thankful that a tech. 
nicality had saved him much time and 
annoyance.

As he « e I watchei a 
bright-faced litle Itallan boy skipp'ng 
up the gangway that led to the steer- 
age, and then I looked down at the 
spoiled darling of the speaker; and I 
could not help but feel that the chances 
were the Italian boy would grow up 
to be the better citizen. I realized that 
the problem of immigration is one of 
the greatest that confronts our coun- 
try, still I could not then, and [I cannot 
now, help being proud that it ts ur 
land toward which the poor and op- 
pressed of every other country turn 
their eyes as toward a haven of sal- 
vation, and that it is because they are 
coming here that they can so chrer- 
fully leave all that* they have held 
dear of home and country. 

“And as I saw one er another 
come, I rejoiced for them that they had 
been able to get away. I saw a little 
girl, bearing a heavy burden. and 
with heavy shoes upon her feet. and 
I was happy for her as I reflected that 
in a short time that heavy burden 
would drop from her, shoulders and 
the clumsy shoes be ¢hanged for the 
light ones our children wear. I dare 
say she is by this time the graceful, 
lissome creature that nature intenced 
her to be.

tions? By nesiecting to give these 
women intelligent instruction in the 
principles of our free government, we 
are letting a great power go to waste. 
And worse than that, for the misdi- 
rected energy that they represent 
works terrible consequences. I have 
learned to know many people in many 
lands, and to me we seem but one 
great family. Yet in some things we 
are not alike. Puropean. brought 
up under entirely different conditions 
from ours, needs instruction in order 
that he may rightly appreciate and 


understand our institutions. This in- 


struction we could give could we but 
reach the children. We do this in 
part in our schools, but we cannot d 
place entirely the ideals taught in the 
homes of the pupils. The point to be- 
gin is with the mothers, and those best 
fitted to teach these are just such 
women as you who are before me 


here. 

“Ase I thought over the matter. ft 
seemed to be that there were already 
in Loe Angeles two organisations 
through which just this work could be 
accomplished—the mothers’ circles and 
the Citic League.” 

Continuing in the same vein, Miss 
Foy urged the taking up of this work 
of education, Mlustrating by conversa- 
tions of her own with foreigners the 
difficulty these have in understanding 
our democratic institutions and ideas 
and the tendency many of them mani-

Max Esternaux, the former consular 
agent of the German government in 
this city, was again in the meshes of 
the law yesterday, on account of his 
alleged penchant for writing checks on 
a bank where he has no funds. 

Esternaux was arrested Monday aft- 
ernoon on complaint of Julius Weisen- 
berger of the firm of Cohn & Weisen- 
berger. on the charge of obtaining $150 
of the firm's money by false pretensed, 
Weisenberger alleged that Ksternaux 
approached him after banking hours 
Saturday afternoon, and induced him 
to cash a check on the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank for $150, on the repre- 
sentation that he had funds on d 
in that institution sufficient to meet 
the check. But when the paper was 
presented at the bank it was dishon- 
ored. Esternaux was given several 
hours to make good the check, but fall- 
ing to reise the money a warrant for 
his arrest was issued. 

Late Monday afternoon, Esternaux 
succeeded in satisfying Cohn & Weis- 
enberger, by assigning to them a lease 
of a warehouse, the income from which 
will be sufficient to liquidate the worth- 
leas check. Having been thus secured, 
Cohn 4 Weisenberger were loath to 
prosecute Esternaux on a criminal 
charge, and their unwillingness to ap- 
pear against him in court was suffi- 
cient grounds for Deputy District At- 
torney Chambers to ask the court to 
dismiss the complaint. Justice Austin 
obligingly granted the request late

He was furnished an escort 
yesterday while he went out to attempt 
to raise enough money to satisfy Mul- 
len, Bluett & Co.'s claim, and he spent 
the entire day in an endeavor to settle 
up the matter. Mullen, Biuett & Co. 
were as loath as Cohn & Weisenberger 
to prosecute Esternaux, and up to the 
close of official business yesterday aft- 
ernoon no formal complaint had 
filled against him on account of the ut- 
terance of the alleged bogus check. 
„tout 10 o'clock last night the mat- 
ter was so adjusted that the prisoner 
was releared, and it is probable that 
no criminal prozecution will result. 
Mr. Esternaux is bighly connected in 
Germany, it being alleged that his eld- 
est brother is tutor to the sons of the 
Kaiser.

Mr. Esternaux, himself, 
is finely educated, and prior to coming 
to America held a responsible position 
in a Berlin bank.

STUDIES OF AMERICAN 
IMMIGRATION. 


XVIL—THE PENNSYLVANIA DUTCH. 
[By Sydney G. Fisher of Philadelphia! 


HB Germans who have been liv- 

ing very much to themselves in 

Pennsylvania for about two hun- 
dred years are an interesting subject 
for investigation and study. They re- 
veal all sorts of problems of economic 
and political interest, and their cus- 
toms and traditions are in every way 
quaint if not romantic. They form a 
very large proportion of the popula- 
tion of the #tate of Pennsylvania. Be- 
fore the revolution they were gener- 
ally believed to represent one-third, 
and since that day they claim for. 
themselves fully that proportion. They 
have profoundly influenced the history 
of Pennsylvania outside of Philadel- 
phia; and they for themselves are quite 
eure that this influence has been for the 
good of the State.. But others have 
strenuously maintained that their in- 
fluence has been injurious to our com- 
ménwealth’s progress and higher inter- 
este. They have been too slow, too 
much self-centered and withdrawn 
from modern currents. But for the 
Germans, they say, Pennsylvania would 
now be the first State and New York 
the second in the Union. 
Among the nations which 200 years 
ago contended for the possession of the 
New World, Germany was not num- 
bered. The Spanish, Portuguese, 
French, Dutch, Swedes and English 
strove for the great prize, but the 
country known as Germany was not 
then a nation. The German people 
were split up into provinces, fiefs and 
principalities, largely at the mercy of 
the other powers, and much persecuted 
by France. The German immigration 
which produced the Pennsylvania 
Dutch in colonial times was totally 
different in character from the modern 
immigration which has poured so many 
Germans into the United States, espe- 
cially in the West. In colonial times 
very few Germans went to the south- 
ern colonies. There were practically 
none ln New England. The only immi- 
gration of any importance went 
Pennsylvania, and for reasons whic 
we shall give. 

The first Germans who came to Penn- 
syivania came at the same time with 
the early Quakers under Penn, and 
consisted of certain curious sects which 
were the outgrowth of the Reforma- 
tion, such as the Mennonites, Tunkers, 
Schwenfelders and others. These peo- 
ple were, in their belief, very much like 
the Quakers. 

THE MENNONITES. 

The largest divsion among them were 
Mennonites, who are still numerous 
in Pennsylvania. According to their 
own account they were descendants of 
the ancient Waldenses, who had existed 
from time immemorial in Europe; they 
denied infant baptism and were gullty 
of many other heresies of that time. 
They believed in the inward light, like 
the Quakers. They were opposed to 
war and oaths, and would take no part 
in government. They were opposed to 
a hireling ministry and premeditated 
sermons. Ideas of this sort were float- 
ing about Europe all through the 
period of the Reformation, and every 
now and then some strong, earnest 
man was inspired by them and built 
up a sect. Thus Meno Simmons made 
the Mennonites, and 100 years after- 
ward George Fox, from the same ideas, 
made the Quakers. 

The Mennonites were the first people 
in America to suggest formally and 
openly the abolition of negro slavery, 
and they. consequentiy have given 
Pennsylvania this pre@minence. In 
1688 some of them living in German- 
town, now a suburb of Philadelphia, 
but then called the German Town, sent 
a petition to the Quakers urging the 
abolition of slavery. This petition Is 
full of quaint and curious expregsions, 
especially one paragraph: 

“If once these slaves (wch they say 
are so wick and stubborn men) 
should joint themselves, fight for their 
freedom and handel their masters and 
mastrisses as they did handel them be- 
fore: will these masters and mastrisses 
tacke the sword at hand and warr 
against those poor slaves licke we are 
able to believe, some will not refuse 
to doe? Or have these negors not as 
much right to fight for their freedom 
as you have to keep them slaves?” 

Whittier, in his “Pennsylvania Pil- 
grimage,” speaks of the signers of this 
petition as Quakers; and they were, 
indeed, German Quakers. 

THE TUNKERS 


Beside the Mennonites there was an- 
other large sect called the Tunkers. 


They were more peculiar than the Men- 
nonites in manner and dress. The 
word “Tunker” means a dipper, a bap- 
tiner by immersion. In Pennsylvania 
it is often written Dunker, Dunkard 
and also Tumpler or Dumpler. They 
had the very peculiar religious cere- 
mony of washing each other's feet, 
which they considered as positively 
commanded by scripture as the sacra- 
ment of communion. They were very 
mystical and never made a formal 
creed or statement of their doctrine. 
They often wore long beards, coarse 
clothing, and walked with a solemn 
pace. Like the Mennonites and the 
Quakers, they refused to take oaths 
or bear arma. In 1850 they are said 
to have numbered in the United States 
over 200,000, with 1000 ministers. 

The Tunkers and Mennonites, when 
they first arrived in Pennsylvania un- 
der the direct instigation of William 
Penn and the Quakers, made a very 
pretty village of the German town 
about six or seven miles from Phila- 
deiphia. They built very substantial 
stone houses. The mortar became 
harder than the stone. When an at- 
tempt is made to take them dewn in 
modern times it is like quarrying solid 
rock. They planted fruit trees and 
gardens, and were very thrifty, clean 
and orderly. They established schools, 
a printi press and a newspaper, con- 
dented by Christopher Sauer, a Tunker 
elder. The old Germantown academy, 
which still exists, was founded in part 
by their efforts. For a century Ger- 
mantown was the headquarters of the 
Pennsylvania Dutch and the German- 
Americans. Sauer's newspaper had a 
wide circulation among all the Germans 
from New York to — and for a 
time Sauer also pubis a maga- 
zine, probably the first that appeared 
in America. 4 
All their publications were in Ger- 
man and were devoted to holding to- 
gether the Germans as a distinct race 
and keeping up the German language, 
traditions and customs. This principle 
of making of themselves a distinct and 
separate people Within the United 
States has been of serious injury to the 
Pennsylvania Dutch. There are stin 
hundreds of thousands of them who 
cannot speak English. They are with- 
wn om the current life and 
thought of the country and are nat- 
urally unprogressive, though retaining 
the thriftiness which they had on their 
arrival years agg. 

William Penn, before he thought of 
his Pennsylvania enterprise, had made 
several expeditions into Hol- 
land and Germany. His mother was a 
Hollander.

The migration of Mennonites 
and Tunkers to Pennsylvania was not 
only encouraged by the Society of 
Quakers, but directly assisted by them 
with money. 
For the first twenty dears after 
Penn established Pennsylvania the 
German immigration of Mennonites 
and Tunkers was comparatively slight. 
as we would now consider it. Only 
about two hundred families arrived, 
who settled for the most part in Ger- 
mantown. As ‘others arrived they 
passed out into the country beyond 
and left Philadelphia in undisputed 
possession of the English Quakers. 
THE SCHWENKFELDERS. 
The last important sect to arrive at 
this time was the Schwenkfelders, 
about seventy families arriving at 
Philadelphia in the ship St. Andrew, 
September 22, 1734, a day which they 
Still celebrate with religious services 
and sermons. Other migrations fol- 
lowed until it is said that no repre- 
sentative of this sect remained in Eu- 
rope. ey were a rather old sect, 
for their founder, Kaspar Schwenk- 
kelder, was born in 1490, and they grew 


preaehing the earliest doctrines of the 
sect. But they went far de- 
yond Huss and adopted the views aft- 
erward held by the Quakers. They 
were opposed to war, oaths and all the 
ancient sacraments. They had become 
so accustomed in Europe to wandering 
from place to place and hiding from 
persecution that for fi years after 
they settled in Pennsylvatia they never 
had a church or meeting house, but 
congregated for 3 in each oth- 
er's dwelling houses as in the old days 
of martyrdom. They were most de- 
voted to transcribing in beautiful - 
luminated writing the volumes of their 
religious books, which are now highly 
prized as curiosities. 
OTHER SECTS. 

There were a great number of other 
curious German sects which came over. 
The Separatists, for example, were pe- 
culiar in holding that church govern- 
ment and organization were w ; 
but they appeared to have had no ob- 
jection to their own system. There 
were also the Amish, the United 
Brethren, the Labadists, New Born, 
New Mooners. Zion's Brueder, Rons- 
dorfer, Inspired, Quietists, Gichtelians, 
Depeliians, Mountain Men and in later 
times the River Brethren, Brinser 
Brethren and several divisions of the 
Mennonites, each emphasizing some pe- 
cullar phase of the German mysticism 
which was deemed jmportant. In Lan- 
caster county alone the number of 
these sects has at different times been 
estimated at from twenty-two to 
thirty. The German religious mind was 
at that time in a fermént and threw 
off sects almost every day. Their own 
writers describe them as countless and 
bewildering. 
The above describes briefly that po 
tion of the colonial German migration 
ealled the sects. The rest of the mi- 
gration followed and is usually known 
under the name of Church People. 
These latter were members of the 
Lutheran and of the reformed churcbes 
of Germany and were totally different. 
in character from the sects. 

LUTHERAN AND REFORMED. 
The sects were an extremely thrifty, 
orderly, neat people, many of them of 
good education, in spite of their opin- 
ions, which now seem to us very odd, 
for at that time Germany was under 
the stress of persecution and the edu- 
cated minds ran largely to oddities and 
freakishness. It would be a great mis- 
take to judge the whole German immi- 
gration by what we read of the gen- 
tle Schwenkfelders, the peaceful and 
peculiar Tunkers or Mennonites, or the 
men of education or prominence who 
accompanied them. The Lutherans and 
reformed, who finally constituted the 
largest number of Germans who came 
to Pennsylvania, were very rough and 
uncouth, as Schlatter and Muhlenberg, 
their leaders, discovered to their sor- 
row. They were fleeing from persecu- 
tion and deserved the sympathy and 
assistance of every enlightened man. 
But they were very rough, low-class 
peasants. Their dress seemed peculiar 
to English peaple of that time, many 
of them were staring and strange, like 
wild animals, carried weapons and 
spoke uninteliigible dialects. 

In fact, this German immigration was 
as rough, if not rougher, than the 
worst of the European peasant immi- 
gration which we have seen landing in 
New York in our own time. The 
English colonists did not like them and 
the English Quakers were a little sorry 
that they had started the German 
movement. 

The Quakers had been anxious 
have the thrifty sects which were 
their own way of thinking, but they 
and re.

Great efforts were made by the gov- 
ernment to collect all discontented Ger- 
mans who were oppressed by war and 
persecution and a disunited and broken 
country and to transport them to the 
colonies. Books and papers were circu- 
lated in the palatinate and other prov- 
inces to encourage this immigration. 
The books had a picture of Queen Anne 
and a title page in gold letters and be. 
came known among the German peas- 
antry as the golden books. They pro- 
duced a great effect. re was what 
may be called a human landslide in 
Germany.
